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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/9/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-15,17,19-22,24-25,30-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rydell (USPN 5,007,908) in view of Lennox (USPN 5,122,137). Rydell 
discloses a radiofrequency electrode needle within a cannula that slidably receives the needle. 
See figure 1 and 2:53-55; 3:12-15 and 3:40-45. The device includes a control mechanism for 
extending and retracting the needle (40). The device also includes interlocking means (36). See 
figure 4 for the curvable surface. A radiofrequency generator is considered inherent in that it is 
necessary for the device to properly function. 

Rydell meets the claim limitations as described above but fails to include the needle 
electrode being hollow and having an insulating layer. 
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However, Lennox discloses such a needle electrode. Additionally, the needle electrode 
of Lennox has the ability to measure temperature of the tissue thereby increasing the safety to the 
patient. 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to substitute the needle electrode 
of Rydell with the needle electrode of Lennox. Both devices are analogous in the art of 
coagulation electrode devices; therefore, a combination is proper. Additionally, the motivation 
for the substitution would have been to increase the safety of the device to the patient with the 
needle electrode of Lennox as taught by Lennox. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 16 and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
